Several weeks ago a survey of 
the tra c t was made by the Army. 
The area to be covered is about 
six miles wide and 12 miles long. J

training 
contemplated 
were not divulged. 
The proposed site includes a 
atrip of land along the Scioto 
River. 
The camp would extend j 
into Wayne, Perry and Dee re reek 
Townships in Pickaway County. 
Congressman Claypool said in a 
telephone conversation T hu rsd ay 1 
night that the camp might be used 
for training mechanized unit* in. 
the Fifth Corps Area, due to the 
nature of the terrain.

the newspapers have of knowing names of the country’s casualties 
is for the next of kin to inform us. 
You may help in such a m anner by telephoning, writing or calling 
in person at The Daily Herald office. In this manner, you also give 
proper information to friends and acquaintances who will want to 
know, and gain for your sons in the service public recognition due 
all American fighters who lose their lives or are wounded. 
Likewise, if you have word from relatives or friends in the Pacific 
outposts concerning their safety, also notify The Daily Herald. 
In publishing information concerning casualties newspapers are 
not permitted to state the m ilitary or naval unit to which the cas­ 
ualty was attached and the location of the action in w'hich he was 
killed or wounded can be stated only in general terms. 


BY INTERNATIONAL NEWS SERVICE 
Heartening news came today from every sector of the 
vast battlefront of World War ll, with the exception of 
two areas in the Pacific conflict. 
In those two important sectors, the British naval base at 
Hong Kong and the island of Penang off the western 
Malayan coast, the situation was concededly grave. 
Heavy fighting continues at Hong Kong but consider­ 
able Jap forces have effected a landing on the island so 
gallantly defended by British imperial forces. 
There is 
a definite possibility that this British base may fall into 
Japanese hands. 
The colonial office announced that not the slightest 
credence should he attached to a report that Sir Mark 
Young, governor-general and military commander-in-chief 
of Kong Kong, had left the colony. 
“ We have been in telegraphic communication with him 
this morning,’* a spokesman said. 
“ Mc u not only gov**rnoi jut curran cleiK*i-chief, and 
thus is unlikely to quit.’* 
Penang was surrendered to the Japanese, London dis­ 
closed, after tho British garrison on that strategic island 
was evacuated safely. 
But from every other theatre of war there came news of 
new blows dealt the aggressive axis alliance. The Japan­ 
ese “blitzkrieg” in the Pacific has definitely slow*ed up. 
The only offensive Jap action against the United States 
today was two air raids of extreme brevity on the Cavite 
naval base near Manila.
